SAN FRANCISCO - The dangers from 
Asian-gang-oriented crimes and violence 
has subsided in San Francisco through 
Stricter law enforcement over the past few 
years, according to Sergeant Daniel Foley 
of the San Francisco Police Department 
Gang Task Force. 

Foley said he is optimistic about the 
task force's control over Asian gang 
activities in SF, but Some community 
leaders warn that if high schools with large 
numbers of Asian American Students 
continue to jgnore the real needs of those 
students, Some young people will turn to 
gangs as their prime means of SupPpOrt. 

Foley pointed to the large turnout of 
law enforcement Tepresentatives at the 10th 
annual Asian Organized Crime Conference 


last month at the Cathedral Hill Hotel in 
SF, as a hopeful sign that law enforcement 
agencies nationwide are making 3a coOn- 
certed effort to stop the Spread of gang 
violence. 

Foley said that over 900 representa- 
tive of city state and federal agenciles 
throughout the US and Canada exchanged 
information and discussed trends in Asian

Accord- 
ing to Lam, two new Asian gangs, the 
Locomotions and the Asian Invasion, have 
emerged since last Summer. 


“Violence has been increasing, but the 
Schools won'tadmit it They see it as 3 
threat to their image，he Said. 

Lam blamed high schools officials for 
ignoring the problems which lead many 
young Asians into organized cfime. The 
failure to involve parents in School politics 
and the“firm and Swift discipline in the 
Schools make Asians distrustftul of the 
authorities, Said Lam. 

“It"s only a short term solution to just 
punish everyone”Lam added.…The school 
has to be accountable. It is the last institu- 
tionto beamodel for them, the last place to 
go.IfAsian students feel the school is 
power tripping them, then, well they 1 
power trip Someone else in turn. 


Lam stressed the importance of 
focusing on interethnic problems in the 
classrooms, including white, black and 
Hispanic students as well as Asians, as an 
important step in preventing youths of all 
Traces from tuming to gang violence as an 
outlet for their frustration.

SAN FRANCISCO - The $55 million 
San Francisco Apparel Mart at Fourth and 
Market streets has filed for Chapter 11 
protection in federal bankruptcy coOurt im 
San Francisco. 

Joe Chan, the managing partner of 821 
Market Street Partners, Owner of the 
complex, Said the bankruptcy petition is in 
Tesponse to anotice of default on its $30 
million loan from its major lender Eureka 
Federal Savings andLoan. “ 

Chen hopes the petition will help the 
refinancing of the 9580,000 square foot 
complex, which includes two.towers on 
nine and 16 stories. Chen also wants to 
build a 31-story building adjacent to the 
Imart. 

He said the filing will have no effect 
on tenants of the building, also known as 
the Pacific CenteT. 

The mart has more than 100,000 
Square feet of vacant Space and two other 
developers, Portman Cos. and Bay West 
Development Co., have announced plans to 
build a competing 500,000 square foot 
apparel mart nearby in SF'S Showplace 
Square areaL 

Chen told the San Francisco Chronicle 
he's planning to Tename thebuilding the 
Pacific Rim Trading Center and hopes to 
attract trading companies and other related 
inaport and export businesses.

According to US limmigration 
officials, 950,000 Vietnamese have applied 
to leave the country through the orderly 
Departure Program, a joint US-Vietnamese 
project designed to resette refugees 
directy from Vietnam, avoliding the 
dangerous and politically volatile escape 
out of the country，

To date, only 23,000 have been 
accepted for the program by the Vietnam- 
ese, leaving at least 923,000 people who 
want to leave. If the relatively safe over- 
land route is closed offt, many will tryto 
escape via the more dangerous 320-mile 
trip across the pirate-ridden Gulf of 
Thailand to Southerm Ihailand and 
Malaysila. 

Lastyear only nine percent of the 
refugee boats reaching Thailand?s shores 
Ieported having been attacked by pirates， 
coripared to the 75 percent pillaged in 
1983. The reduction was due in part to the 
efforts of the Royal Thai Navy 一 20 
Pirates Were arrested last year while none 
were in 1983 一 and tothe much more 
Shorter trip the refugees had to make.

Even more worrisome to them is the 
apparent waning commitment of the US to 
Tesettle the refugees. According to the 
office of the United Nations High Commis- 
Sion of Refugees in Bangkok, while the US 
did accept some ten percent more Vietnam- 
ese boat refugees in 1987 than in previous 
years, the increase hardly matched the 200 
percent jump in new arrivals. 

The Thais also complain that the US 
一 worried by the rising number of unac- 
companied minors 一 now only accepts for 
resettlement children who have no Telatives 
in Vietmnam. US Immigration officials point 
out that Some 264 such children were 
accepted last year compared to 91 in 1986， 
But they do express a growing Tesentment 
over the way in which the children are 
being sent. 

“The Vietnamese have a very SOphisti- 
cated understanding of the refugee proc- 
esS，Salid a US embassy official im Bang- 
kok. He explained that people im Vietnam 
know that unaccompanied minors are 
usually quickly resettled, and that once they 
have arelative in the United States, even 芷 
only a child, they too have a better chance 
to resettle.“9o, parents Send their children 
on ahead to establish anchorxrelatives in the 
States,”he Sald.

“throwing out an anchor,”and consider 站 
both inhumane and an abuse of the refugee 
process.“TIt is hard to understand what the 
parents are thinking,”says Dieter Boehler， 
who teaches refugee children in the Phanat 
Nikon camp.“Either it is a true Sacrifice， 
hoping their children will find a better life， 
or careful manipulation of the situation， 
thinking that iftheir children come first， 
they will have a better chance to come 
later.” 

Hiep is the youngest of Some 700 
unaccompanied minors in the camp. He 
spends most of his tme in a cIrOwded 
warehouse made from tin, bamboo, and 
asbestos, sharing a reed mat with three 
other boys. Space is especially cramped for 
the Vietnamese because the Thais, con- 
cerned about inter-ethnic Tivalries, have 
Sealed them off into 3a Special section, 3 
camp within a camp. 

Hiep and the 250 others in his ware- 
house all under 15 years of age are likely 
candidates for resettlement. Forthe 
refugees now en Ioute from Vietnam， 
including unaccompanied minors, and 
others eager to come, the future is far less 
clear.

INS Officials Warn of Con Artists 
As Amnesty Deadline Nears 


ByALVINA LEW 

LOS ANGELES - With the end of the 
immigration amnesty program only 90 days 
away, immigration officials here and the 
LA City Attorney s office held a press 
conference to alert undocumented residents 
Seeking legal status under the amnesty 
program to be on the alert for con artists. 

“Last yearf Torganized the Immigration 
Law Task Force to monitor the amnesty 
process to combat Swindles aimed at the 
undocumented immilgrants,，said LA City 
Attormey James Hahn at the conference in 
his office Feb. 1.“That organijization 1S 
continuing to assist victims and pursue 
legal action against con artists，he added. 

Also attending the press conference 
Were Senior Assistant Attorney General 
Herschel Elkins, US Attorney Robert 
Bonner, District Attomey Ira Reiner and 
Immigration and Naturalization Reglional 
Commissioner Harold Ezell. 

The city attorney?s office has received 
many COmplaints from people who applied 


for amnesty Several months ago, but have 
not had word on their status from either 
their paid consultants or the INS. The city 
attorney's office recentiy convicted El 
Norte, a major immigration consultant， 
Which had been offering clients a payment 
plan and then shelving the applications 
until a certain number of payments had 
been made. 

The deadline forfiling the form is May 
4, 1988. The INS Says this date will not be 
changed.“If someone fails to file your 
forms on time, even though you paid them 
to do so, you will lose your opportunity to 
apply for amnesty，”Said one INS official. 

Ezell Said there have been very few 
complaints from Asian applicants. Of 
course, he Said, the number of Asian 
applicants is very low, but the number has 
Tisen from 1;000 per month to about 2.000 
per month. Asian community leaders feel
